MEDICINAL PLANT

A plan to‘establish a medicinal plant 
garden in the forest preserves has been 
laid before the preserve commissioners 
by Prof. Edward N. Gathercoal, in- 
structor of pharmacognosy of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois.

An army capable of entering Russia effectively, 
maintaining a respectable front and also hun- 
dreds of miles of necessary communications, could 
got be raiséd. What, then, do we expect of a 
small force? Is it not possible that instead of 
supporting the conservatives we are supplying the 
Bolshevists with the propagandist slogan of “ Ag- 
gression” which will only serve to consolidate 
iheir position? 

if the Bolshevists can ullege an external menace

“Throughout our conference we have kept 
uppermost in mind the fact, now universally 
recognized, that transportation is essentially a 
publie service and that the public interest must 
be paramount in any proposed plan wortiy of 
serious consideration.” | 

This has ‘been THe Tripune’s sole eagerness in 
the whole discussiun of the railroad subject—that 
the public interest is paramount to all other 
phases,-and that McAdoo’s attitude ia not one of 
great concern. That his position provokes little 
anxiety is shown in the suggestion of the railroad 
executives that corrective legislation can be had 
within two years just as comprehensively as in 
five years. 

We must not be misled into debating subjects 
that are incidental to the public welfare. Chiefly 
interesting in McAdoo’s statement is not his threat 
to turn the roads back to their owners but his 
list of reforms. These congress should faithfully 
examine and carefully adopt if found suitable.

And there is no reason why im-| 
provements of this kind should interfere with ulfti- 
mate municipalization of the properties if the peo- 
ple of Chicago consider such a program desirable. 


SEGREGATION FOR MORONS. 

It is regrettable that public opinion, always vio- 

lently agitated by some fresh atrocity at the hands 
of a half-wit, should slumber in the intervals be- 
tween these outbreaks. Public rancor recedes be- 
fore it is possible to adopt corrective measures; and 
then comes the news of another shocking murder. 
There is now in progress the trial of an indexed 
moron, a person of 38 with the mind of a child, and 
accused of a particularly heinous murder. Inevi- 
tably there is sympathy for such a one; and it is 
not the office of the public to take vengeance on 
a weak, ill-nourished body and a faulty brain. 
But it is the business of the public to take some 
steps that will make such occurrences impossible 
or at least improbable. 
The average moron is not dangerous; rather, he 
is amusing, furnishing subjects for strange repar- 
tee, and is passed as harmless. Each village has 
its simpleton. But soon or late that simpleton, per- 
mitting his feeble mind to dwell upon exotic 
things, loses such contro) as he has, and then 
ensues a crime that astounds the community. 

Segregation for such a class of weings is not a 
hardship, but the lack of it is bound to result in 
more atrocities. 


PRESERVE THE FARMERS’ 
INSTITUTE. 


There is on foot.a movement to transfer the 
Illinois Farmers’ institute to the control of the 
state bureau of agriculture. It is not proposed 
here to enter a discussion of the virtues or evils 
of such a change, but it is urged that the members 
and officers of the institute make an investigation 
of the situation before action is taken. 

There is much protest already being circulated, 
the objection to state control of the institute being 
the fear that as a branch of the bureau of agri- 
culture it would tmmediately become the prey to 
every political evil. Perhaps there is much merit 
in this. objection. At least the farmers should 
make it their business to find out if there is a plan 
to subordinate the best interests of the farmers to 
political machinery. 

The institute has been active since: 1895, when 
such men as Eugene Davenport, Charles F. Mills, 
Amos Moore, J. H. Coolidge, 8. N. King, L. H. Ker- 
rick, E. E. Chester, A. P. Grout, F. I. Mann, Ralph 
Allen, A. N. Abbott, and others organized and car- 
ried it through its first few years. Two of its 
great achievements have been the upbuilding of the 
state agricultural college and the establishment 
of an Illinois soil survey. 

Possibly under state control and with greater 
state ald the institute might discover the strength 
it requires from time to time. There is nothing to 
indicate that this will be the result. But there 
is plenty to indicate that the work of the institute 
in the past has been of the greatest use to the 
farmers of Illinois, and they should be first to 
jealously guard its future. If state board control 
is not the right thing, let the farmers squelch the 
plan in the beginning.

Congress proposes to change the Har- 
rison act by requiring that every person 
who has opium in his possession shall 
register and pay a tax. Unregistered 
persons are to be subject to fine and 
imprisonment. This will cure one weak- 
ness in the present act. Congress should 
also pass a law revoking that section 
of the Harrison act which permits patent 
medicine to carry a pretty stiff dose of 
opium without saying anything about it 
on the label. 

I wonder ff the readers of this article 
know that the patent medicines they 
swallow by the gallon may or may not 
contain opium or opium derivatives since, 
so long as the medicine keeps as low 
in opfum as paregoric, the label does 
not mention the presence of the drug. 

When the Harrison law was passed 
it was freely admitted that it could not 
succeed in stopping the use of opium 
unless it was supplemented by state 
laws. A few states have passed the 


necessary state laws, but most states 


have not. The control of the use of habit- 
forming drugs is largely a matter of 
police power, which the federal govern- 
ment does not have. The exercise of 
police power rests with the states.

COLD CEMENT FLOORS. 

N. M. Z. writes: “ We have recently 
had our department moved to the base- 
ment. We protested, of course, because 
of the cement floor. The manager tells 
us that the cement floor is not detrimen- 
tal to our health and will not cause rheu- 
matism. We say {[t will. We also have 
noticed a drawing in the soles and heels 
of our feet and headaches. Can this 
be caused from cement floors? Keeping 
our feet on a board while sitting at our 
desks (which is about five to six hours a 
day), will that help?” 


REPLY. 

Cement floors are cold. They are also hard, 
and therefore fatiguing. A department store 
floor would be dry. I do not think the 
symptoms noted are due to the floor. If you 
suffer from cald feet you will gain some- 
thing by keeping your feet on a plank or 
some other form of foot rest. The planks 
should be set on blocks so that air could cir 
culate below them. Any floor is apt to be 
cold tn extreme weather, and therefore clérks, 
bookkeepers, and others will be more com- 
fortable if they use foot rests.
